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History 

2. Krasnoilar "was occT:^ied "by the German Army during 19^3* Krasnodar is the 
administrative center of the Krasnodar region of the Cosramunist Party and 
is the former capitol of the Kuban Cossack Prior to the 1917 

revolution^ Krasnodar ms called Eraterissdar /^i^ end vas the headquarters 
of General (fnu) Iienkin, Cossack General. The city ms founded in 1732 
hy the Cossacks. There mre actually two hranches of Cossacks in the Khhan 
region, one of whloh lived near the southern section of the Kuban River . 

( These people were of Ukrainian ancestry and of course spoke their native 
V Ukraine language. The second hrsnch of the Cossacks lived., along the northern 
section of the Kuhan River above the village of Ust Lsba. This segment of 
the Cossack group spoke the pore Russian la n guage . During the 1917 revolution 
entire communities of Cossacks were executed or sent to Biheria. The 
Communists transplanted many peasant communities from the southern Ukraine 
to the Kuban region to fill the gap created hy the liquidation of the Cossacks .

Physical Description Transportation 
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Krasnodar is a very flat city and almost elongated 


in ehs^e* The nesrest mountainsj the Caucasus, are SQ&e 70 to to the north. 

5Rie city has two main euhurhs which are Dukihto and Potoouka. The city is laid 
out In almost a checker hoard arrangement with the streets for the most part 
perpendicular to each other. The exoeptionsto this are the iaB ediate areas 
near the Kuhan River . The three principal streets in Ktosnodar I 


are 'Krasnayt (the main street end most heavily traveled). Proletarian and Gogol 
Sta IQ?asnodar*B streets are quite wide, and an have two way traffic Isnes. 

The streets are paved with paving hlooks, hut in the center of each street, 
tracks for streetcars are imhedded in asphalt. Traffic moves very rapidly 
since piiblic, or rather the State streetcar transportation system, is 
practically the only means of getting anywhere . There ware no private 
automobiles, hueses, taxis or s\A>way8 in Krasnodar. Ibrasnodar has a Isrge 
rail center and a great deal of commerce passes througjh it. The four main 
branches of the railroad are Krasnodar to Rovorosslfk^ through Ttkhoretsk 
the second runs to Stalingrad, the third branch to Kropotkin and the 1 oux 
to Timashey ikaya . The rail yards are guarded hy the State police snd while 
vigilance is maintained against sahotagt, greater effort Is directed towards 
the protection of the railroad bridges . In 19^2, the Sovi ets maintai ned a 
24 hour watch on all of the railroad bridges in Krasnodar . | | they 

maintain the same surveillance today. Railroad transportation it almost the 
only means of transportation In and out of ISr ^nodar for the average individual. 
Krasnodar has two railroad stations which are | | in the north of the 

city, ^Oae^of -them was uied principally for freight and the second was used 
for passengers. The Krasnodar railroad bridge runs over the Kuhan River and 
carries freight to the Ravorossi'Sk area. The bridge was constructed of concrete. 
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4. There are a number of roads leading out of Krasno ^ «adifor the aa ost part^ 

follow the seme route as the railroads. The roada l I were constructed 25X1 

of asphalt. These roads run to IGropotkln, Stalingrad, Rovorossisk , Timashewskaya, 
Prltsepilovka Starokor^unakayf^, . The latter by-passed Paahkovskaya. The 
road system m® in general very poor| because the highways were not in great us®. 

' They do not compare with roadways In the UB . Probably the best road vas from 
Krasnodar to Severskcya. This? is a two-lane asphalt highway. There is also a 
hlgjhway bridge constructed of wood which runs over the Kuban River to 
Rovoyossi sk ^ 
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5 Kuban River is probably tbe second most i35)ortant transportation artery 

and from Krasnodar. This river which has Its origin ai Nevlnnos^slc ’ 
is used only for river boat tradFfic^ Krasnodar has no deep water port, but 
has facilities for the repairs of river boats. The Kuban River is of vital 
li^portence because of the volume of river traffic which supplies Krasnodar's 
industries.

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Parks and Monuments 

$. Share are several public parks and monuments in Krasnodar. Sha prlnelpkl 
monument;, the statue of Lanin; was In front of Ataman's Palace, named after 
the leader of the Cossack Army. Originally there had been a statue of 
Catherine the Great, but during the revolution of 1917 it was removed. Shere 
is also a triumphal arch in Krasnodar, built as a monument to the victories 
of the Soviet Amy.

The water aupply in Krasnoda r was provided by aea na of Artealaa wella and 
in moat oaaea was inadequate^ ^ however > the water was 
purs, and no serious epldealos rssulted froa a polluted water system. 

Bewspspars - Radio 


13. There was only one dally newspaper during ay reaidenoe la Xkaaaodar and that 
was the "Red Standard” whloh ms later changed to "Bolshevik” . 'It was of 
course a propaganda organ for the Oenaunlst Party. ..The other means of 
propaganda used hy the Ooamunists was tha radio. Saoh individual could 
purohaae a radio for 300>1900 jniblea if he oould afford lt| moat of ths sets 
ware of the six •tube vslriety, although four and slight t\As radios ware also 
avallabls. If a radio required servicing, it was neoaaaary to call l^asnodar 
Radio Center i&iob -was operated by the district oaaaittce . In 1941^011 
radios wer e co nfisoa te d b y the BMm.aad each individual was given a*"reatlpt”.

they were all closed down -with une exception of the north Chvucb on Horth 
Street. This was the "State - approved" church. The White Cathedral was 
In .existence before the rt volution but .-was destroyed by the Communists . 
All the Catholic and Prote. ^ant churches were turned Into warehouses and 
the priests and ministers ft .'ced to leave -the city.

The telephone facilities in Krasnodar were only fair. If an Individual's 
professional or ”x>artv” standing were high enough he ms permitted to have 


The phones did not 

use a dial sy item -and it -was necessary to secure one * s ' number through the 
operator. There was no limit on the nuii[&>er of calls one could mahe. One 
could not send a telegram over the phone, hut was required to send all 
telegramB from a central telegraph office . As far as mall is concerned, 
public mail hoaces were available to post all mail if the letters or parcels 
had been properly stamped. Mail delivery was twice a day, six days a week 
and ©Ec@ on Simday. 


Municipal- §oversMent 

17. The local city government of Krasnodar was un-der the supervision of the 
BiBtrict Comlttee also known as the ’'Kraylspol" . The Secretariat of the 
Communist Party was head of the District Committee and the heads of all 
city departiaents including the city co'uacil were directly re^on'sible to

18^ Life -in JKxasnodar was very, drab, and the suffering was great among the 
laboring classes . They did not have enotagh food and lived under very 
c2*ow»^d^'ionditioM« .The individual worker had no freedom to select his 
job after 1938 » An individual could not change hie job mdess permission 
was granted by the loeeQ. Secretariat o>f the Communist Party. The only 
two reasons acceptable for changing one's job were (l) health and ( 2 ) movliag 
to another area» •'■The latter had to be apprcved by -the Becrctariati, ..The 
wogee piald tfe® workers were not in line with the high price of food and 
ccmmodltles, and, consequently, the standards of living w«ire very low. The 
workiri were required to work eight hio>urf 3 si^E day^vja week; there were 

almyB progrOTS in effect for the good of the "father laj:i.d” which 

required productlun from the workers, and ciQst of them had to. work as 
high l 6 hour^ per day. The social life of ISh'asnotSar was very limited. 
OccaiiOMlly the opera came to the city but, for the most part, the movies 
provided the greatest entertainment. During, the BimmT months, weekly 
©perettai were preiented in the city park.
